Canada May Have King And 
Queen As Part-Time Residents 


OTTAWA.— Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King told the commons he be- 
lieved the country could look forward 
to the day when the King and Queen 
“will reside for part of the year in 
the capital of Canada.” ee 

Introducing a resolution commit- 
ting the federa} parliainent to con- 
tinue development of Ottawa as a 
natonal capital, Mr. King said he 
thought Canada would eventually 
hold first place among the nations of 
the British Commonwealth. 

“This Dominion of Canada today 
is the most fortunate country in the 
world and has possibilities of devel- 
opment which no other country has,” 
he said. 

After two hours’ debate ‘the resolu- 
tion was approved. 

Discussing the future of Ottawa, 
Mr. King’ mentioned the eapitals of 
the United States, Britain, France 

id Italy,'and said: “I believe, as I 
think all members of this house be- 
lieve, that Canada has a future great- 
er than that of any of the countries 
which have mentioned.” 


Mr. King’s resolution calls for a 
special “national capital fund" with 
annual appropriations by parliament 
to finance projects recommended by 
the federal district commission.. 

It provides that expenditure of 
money is to be conditional on the 
“effective co-operation” of Ottawa 
and other municipalities within the 
capital district: 

He said improvement, including 
construction of new bridges and re- 
moval of the railway freight termi- 
nals, will be “extremely costly”. 

The federal government, th city 
of Ottawa, and the provinces of On- 
tario and Quebec have direct inter- 
ests and. responsibilities: in develop- 
ment of the capital idea. It would 
be impossible to bring them together 
harmoniously unless there was Some 
broad, general plan. .

WARNS VACATIONISTS OF 

- RAW MILK DANGER 
The Health League of Canada, 


4-| through its General Director, Dr. 


Gordon Bates, ‘has issued an appeal 
to summer —vacationists and travel- 


}lers to carefully investigate the 


source of supply of the milk they use 
this summer. $ 

“Although they know, or should 
know, that unpasteurized milk is a 
germ carrier and a fine culture medi- 
wh for virulent disease bacteria, 
numerous. vacationists and travellers 
this summer most likely will neglect 
to make sure their milk supplies are 
safe,” Dr. Bates said. “They will not 
take the trouble to check whether 
the milk they obtain from farms, 
lunch ‘rooms, restaurants or hotels, 
and other sources is safe—safe be- 
cause it has been pasteurized. 

“Most of these persons are resi- 
dents of urban centres where pas- 
teurized milk is delivered to their 
homes every cay. For 49 or 50-weeks 
each year they are. portected—know- 
ingly or unknowingly—against milk- 
borne diseases, Then for théir short 
vacation period they throw all pre- 
caution to the winds and order milk, 
not knowing, and evidently not car- 
ing, whether it is pasteurized.” 

‘Dr. Bates“said he wishes to em- 
phasize that just one drink of con- 
taminated raw milk could cause a 
person to become ill. He said raw 
milk can contain gérms which cause 
such crippling. or death-dealing dis- 
eases as typhoid fever, undulant fe- 
ver, bovine tuberculosis, septic sore 
throat and dysentery. , 

“So why should anyone take a 
chance on unpasteurized milk,” Dr. 
Bates asked. “If the conimercially 
pasteurized variety is unobtainable 
people. can pasteurize their own milk. 
The Health League of Canada, 111 
Avénue Road, Toronto 5, Ontario, 
wilt supply a free booklet outlining 
home pasteurization methods to any- 
one interested. Public health depart- 
ments also can help.”

FAIRFIELD, Idaho. — Airplanes 
went into action to drive frost from 
the Camas. prairie wheat fields re- 
cently. 

Sweeping at low level’ over 3,500 
acres of budding wheat, seven planes | 
created a wind that drove away the 
frost. 

It is a new technique in attempt- 
ing to save rich crops from damage 
by unseasonable cold. 

Ranchers throughout the prairie, 
where a crop worth perhaps $3,000,- 
000 is about six weeks from harvest, 
are eagerly awaiting results. 

The prairie took a $1,000,000 lick- 
ing from frost last year.
